FOUR PERSONS KILLED; 
SEVENTY-FIVE INJURED 
BY EXPLOSION OF BOMB 


Thrown Into the Crowded Chicago Federal 
Building Entrance—Immediate R a id s on 
I. W . W. Headquarters Result in N in e Ar­ 
rests— Blast Occurs Beneath Court Room 
of Judge K. M . Landis. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 4. — Four persons were k ille d and 
more th an seventy-five others in ju red by the explosion ot 
a bomb in the crowded entrance to th e federal building at 
3:10 o’clock this afternoon. The explosion, the force of 
which w as so great th a t it not only wrecked the entrance 
of the building but shattered every window on th e first 
three floors of two buildings across the street, w a s attrib­ 
uted to the I. VV. W., by Philip J. Barry in ch arg e of the 
local offices of the department of justice.

T onight more 
than 1500 government agents an d the entire c ity police 
were seeking the perpetrator of th e outrage. 
The blast occurred directly b en eath the court room of 
Federal Judge K. M. Landis, w here ninety-five I. W. W.

been found guilty of c ru e lly mur­ 
dering civilians. 
T h irtee n of the 
twenty-nine negroes w e r e execut­ 
ed before t h e president w a s called 
on to review findings in th e case 
of the r em a in in g sixteen. 
R ecords R eview ed. 
The president reviewed the rec 
ord at length, 
em phasizing the 
gravity of th e rioters’ crim e and 
the care ta k e n by t h e 
military 
authorities to give them justice. 
“The 2 3 rd of 
A u g u st, 1917, 
the so-called Houston 
rio t took 
place,” his statement said. 
“ A m u ti n o u s and d io to u s group 
of soldiers participitated in the 
affair, ca u sin g in all t h e deaths 
of fifteen persons and t h e serious 
wounding of twelve o th e rs , many 
of whom wrere innocent bystand­ 
ers and all of whom w e r e peace­ 
ably disposed civilians of the city 
of Houston.
